COMMENDED FOR 
HANDLING RUSH 


All postoffices have been heartily 
commended on the way they handled 
the Christmas rush in a letter is­ 
sued by Will Hays, postmaster gen­ 
eral. A copy of the letter has been 
transmitted to the Ada office where 
an unusually light amount of can- 
fusion due 
to excessive 
holiday 
business has been reported. 
The letter, in part, follows: 
"At no time in the history of the 
Postal service have the mails been 
handled so expeditiously and with 
so small amount of damage during 
the Christmas rush as in the year 
1921. The tremendous campaign con­ 
ducted by the Post Office Depart­ 
ment during the past six months for 
early mailing, especially during the 
Christmas time, has resulted in a 
clearing of the mail channels of this 
tremendous load from two to three 
days ahead of any other year. On 
Christmas Eve reports from every 
gateway of the Postal Service show, 
ed that the mail iervice was back 
to normal. This splendid record is 
entirely due to the co-operation of 
the newspapers and magazines, the 
business men and business organiza­ 
tions, the public schools, the wom­ 
en's organizations, cartoonists, news 
photographers and 
moving-picture 
concerns, and to the public in gen­ 
eral, as well as the loyal and faith­ 
ful service of the postal workers 
themselves. 
_ "It can not be emphasized too 
strongly that the spirit in which any 
work is undertaken is an import­ 
ant factor in accomplishment. The 
postil workers have taken a certain 
pride in establishing a good record 
of service during the year 1921, 
and especially during the Christmas 
period.

WHAT OF THESE (KLD MEN? 
Congress enacted a law in 1880 re­ 
quiring all heads of departments and 
independent establishments 
in the 
federal service to report each year to 
the secretary of the treasury the num­ 
ber of employees under them who were 
below a fair standard of efficiency. 
. Every year this is done and the letters 
to the secretary of the treasury from 
the various departments and bureaus 
are printed in Ute book of estimates of 
appropriations compiled for use by 
congress in making up the annual 
supply bills. Congress never pays the 
slightest heed to these reports. They 
are made up year after year, but the 
inefficient are never fired. 
For example, last year the chief 
clerk of the treasury reported 170 em­ 
ployees of tho Treasury department as 
below a fair standard of efficiency. But 
nothing will be done about It. The 
Interior department reported 139 in­ 
efficients, and will probably go on re­ 
porting them till they die of old age. 
There are employees of the govern­ 
ment in Washington who are totally 
blind and who are led from their 
homes to their offices each day and 
back home again in the afternoon. 
I knew in 1920 one gentleman of 
ninety-two years who had been in the 
government service for seventy-two 
years. He was being paid at that time 
$900 a year. His maximum pay dur­ 
ing his long service was $1800 a year. 
James K. Polk was President when 
this old gentleman came into the serv­ 
ice. 
He was born on January IO, 
182S. 
His father was a captain of 
the regular army in the war of 1812. 
After that service he led an active life 
in other occupations until 1848, when 
he died, leaving a dependent family of 
nine persons, three of them boys. It 
fell to the lot of one of them to be the 
chief support of the family. 
It came to pass, then, that at the age 
of twenty he received through the 
influence of navy friends of his father 
a small clerkship at the naval observ­ 
atory, then under the superintendence 
of that accomplished officer, Matthew 
Fontaine Maury, whom he served as 
amanuensis for ten years, accounting 
it a great privilege and pleasure to 
have heard Maury’s voice dictating the 
words of sense and wisdom which 
make up the sailing directions, the 
wind and current charts and other 
publications issued from the observ­ 
atory for the benefit of the world. 
From a copyist at first, November 9, 
1848, at $3 a day, the young man was 
advanced as follows: 
July I, 1853, clerk at $1,200 a 
year; July I, 1854, clerk at $1,500 a 
year; July I, 1870, principal clerk at 
$1,800 a year; December 6, 1911, clerk 
at $1,400 a year; May I, 1918, stenog­ 
rapher and typewriter at $900 a year. 
It will be seen that he was demoted 
in December, 1911, and again in May, 
1918, to lower positions, involving less 
work and responsibility. These demo­ 
tions were at his own request. 
In 
October, 1917, he received from the 
assistant secretary of the navy, Mr. 
Roosevelt, the following letter: 
“I have to inform you that you have 
been granted leave without pay for 
six months beginning October 13, 1917. 
“As you have been in the employ 
of the government now nearly sixty- 
nine years, and during all that time 
your record has been excellent, I re­ 
gret that there is no way in which the 
department could continue you on the 
rolls with compensation. 
“I desire at this time to express 
the appreciation of the department for 
your long and satisfactory service, and 
the hope that you will be so benefited 
by this leave that you can return and 
resume your duties at its expiration.” 
I talked with one of the cabinet 
officers about the old and feeble em­ 
ployees. 
He said: “I don’t know what con­ 
gress intends to do about them, but I 
know what I intend to do with those 
in my department. I intend to leave 
them alone. They can stay here as 
long as they like, until some provision 
Is made for them. When I was new 
In the department I dismissed two of 
these old people and demoted another, 
on the ground that they were super­ 
annuated and inefficient and were a 
hindrance to the work. 
“All three of them wrote me sad 
letters and promptly committed sui­ 
cide. 
That was enough and more 
than enough for me. 
Never again 
will I disturb one of them. I do not 
choose to have It on my conscience 
that I pronounced sentence of death 
on an old man or an old woman In 
the service of the government. They 
can all stay on here as long as they 
like. I found them here and some of 
them will be here when I leave. If 
congress chooses to provide for them 
that Is its obligation. But I will never 
sentence another one of them to self­ 
destruction, no matter what the cost 
to the taxpayer and the government”

“It has been my pleasure to bq 
chosen Chairman of Pontotoc and 
Hughes counties in assisting the 
raising of $14,000,000 for war suf­ 
ferers in Europe; a most worthy and 
meritorious philanthropy. 
No Intensive Drive. 
4 Inasmuch as we have, in the dis­ 
trict assigned 
me, experienced a 
very hard year due to a crop fail­ 
ure and business depression, f did 
not think it advisable to make an 
extensive campaign for our quota. 
“No doubt everyone should be 
more or less keenly interested in 
this work. I only regret my inability 
to write a letter like this to every 
one in Pontotoc and Hughes count­ 
ies. Last week I mailed you some 
literature depicting the deplorable 
conditions over in Europe. I have 
worked very hard in getting this 
matter out to a few of my friends 
and you as one of them I hope have 
taken time to study »th«i conditions 
over there for yourself and after 
so, doing will feel that one more 
donations cannot impoverish you; for 
as bad off as we all are wq are 
millionaires compared to these un­ 
fortunate brothers. This Thing of 
giving is moat beautifully illustrat­ 
ed in no trurer words than those of 
Geo. F. Burba: “I do not understand 
it, any more than do you, but there 
is something about this thing of 
giving that blesses us.” 
“No man has ever impoverished 
himself by giving. It cannot be d ne. 
Those who give most have most left. 
No man has ever died poor because 
of that which he gave away. No 
one has ever gone hungry after 
giving away his bread; some way, 
somewhere bread has been provid­ 
ed for him. 
“Misery is upon the war torn 
world as it never was before. Want 
is almost universal in the countries 
that have beon ravished. They call 
to us from every quarter of the 
earth for help. They cry aloud or 
moan in tones subdued.
